None of the prior art was found to teach an ink-jet ink, wherein, in addition to the 
liquid vehicle and the colorant dissolved/dispersed in the liquid vehicle, the ink 
comprises latex particulates dispersed in the liquid vehicle along with released blocking 
agents; 

wherein said latex particulates are formed by: 

preparing a monomer emulsion including an aqueous phase and an organic 
monomer phase including at least one blocked acid monomer, 

polymerizing monomers of the organic monomer phase to form blocked acid 
latex particulates dispersed in the aqueous phase, and 

unblocking the blocked acid latex particulates to form acidified latex particulates 
and released blocking groups; and 

wherein the blocked acid monomer includes one of the present blocked strong 
acid groups. 

Thus, claims 36-40, 43 and 45-47 are allowed.
